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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  Medical  Officer  to  the  Education  Committee,  I  have  the 
honour  to  submit  my  twenty-third  Annual  Report.  This  document 
is  the  forty-sixth  in  the  series  which  deals  with  the  work  of  medical 
inspection,  treatment,  and  the  physical  condition  of  children  atten¬ 
ding  schools  within  the  County  Borough  of  Southampton. 

On  the  9th  December  of  this  year,  Surrey  House  Clinic  was 
officially  opened  by  the  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  Alderman  Mrs. 
V.  F.  King,  B.A.,  j.p.  This  clinic  is  the  sixth  to  serve  the  Southamp¬ 
ton  public,  and  caters  for  the  new  Surrey  House  estate  and  the 
adjacent  area.  Although  at  the  end  of  the  year  this  clinic  was 
outside  the  borough  of  Southampton,  it  will  be  within  the  boundary 
on  the  1st  April,  1954  when  the  County  Borough  of  Southampton 
embraces  this  area.  The  facilities  and  equipment  provided  at  this 
clinic  will,  no  doubt,  be  much  appreciated  by  the  residents  in  this 
area,  in  as  much  that  travelling  to  other  centres  is  avoided.  Accom¬ 
modation  is  also  provided  for  dental  treatment,  but,  unfortunately, 
this  department  is  not  able  to  function  owing  to  the  shortage  of 
school  dental  officers.  An  Assistant  Medical  Officer  conducts  two 
school  clinics  weekly  at  this  centre. 

In  compliance  with  the  Ministry  of  Education  requirements, 
routine  medical  inspection  of  children  attending  Southampton 
schools  progressed  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  The  only 
school  not  visited  by  a  School  Medical  Officer  was  Deanery  Secon¬ 
dary  School.  Unfortunately  H.M.  Inspectors  from  the  Ministry 
of  Education  were  visiting  the  school  at  the  proposed  date,  and  it 
was  not  possible  to  arrange  another  time  in  1953.  The  five  grammar 
schools.  Grammar  School  for  Girls,  Itchen  Grammar  School, 
King  Edward  VI  Grammar  School,  St.  Anne’s  Grammar  School 
and  Taunton’s  School,  also  received  medical  inspection.  At  the 
request  of  the  school  authorities  a  medical  inspection  was  also 
carried  out  at  the  Atherley  School.  The  number  of  children  receiving 
routine  examination  during  the  year  was  8699.  Re-inspection  of 
:  children  found  at  routine  examination  to  require  treatment  or 
1  observation  for  defective  conditions,  was  also  carried  out. 

A  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  head  uncleanliness  is  recorded 
1  during  the  year.  81983  examinations  were  made  and  484  cleansing 
I  notices  issued.  Details  of  this  work  will  be  found  on  page  10.  Health 
'  Visitors  visit  all  schools  at  the  commencement  of  each  term  and 
;  examine  all  children  in  attendance.  Children  found  with  head  infesta- 
i  tions  are  excluded  from  school  for  twenty-four  hours,  and  the 
I  parents  are  given  written  advice  as  to  the  correct  method  to  remedy 
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the  condition.  The  parents  are  also  instructed  to  send  children  to 
the  school  clinics  for  final  inspection  before  returning  them  to 
school. 

The  remedial  exercise  centres  established  at  the  schools  now 
number  twenty  and  include  five  at  the  grammar  schools.  The 
woman  Physical  Training  Organiser  supervises  this  work,  and  a 
report  will  be  found  on  page  29. 

The  medical  examination  of  pre-school  children  attending  the 
Day  Nurseries  was  carried  out  by  a  Medical  Officer  at  intervals  of 
four  months.  Children  found  to  be  suffering  from  defective  con¬ 
ditions  are  referred  either  to  their  own  private  practitioner  or  to  the 
appropriate  clinic. 

A  decrease  in  the  number  of  meals  served  and  a  slight  increase 
in  the  consumption  of  milk  at  schools  is  recorded,  compared  with 
the  previous  year. 

An  experiment  was  made  late  in  1952  at  Mount  Pleasant 
and  Bassett  Green  schools  where  Adexolin  Capsules  were  issued 
in  place  of  liquid  malt  and  oil.  Favourable  reports  were  received 
from  head  teachers,  and  it  was  agreed  that  capsules  should  be  issued 
to  all  schools  commencing  spring  term  1953.  Many  head  teachers 
report  the  great  saving  of  time  in  the  distribution  of  capsules  as 
compared  with  the  issue  of  malt  and  oil. 

Detailed  statistics  covering  the  provision  of  meals,  the  con¬ 
sumption  of  milk  and  the  supply  of  Adexolin  capsules  will  be  found 
on  page  33. 

The  liaison  between  the  orthopaedic  clinic  at  King’s  Park 
Road  and  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar  orthopaedic  clinic  at  the  Royal 
South  Hants  Hospital  continued  very  smoothly.  The  Medical 
Officer  who  conducts  the  minor  clinic  is  also  present  at  the  major 
clinic,  and  thus  observation  by  him  is  continued  after  cases  have 
been  referred  to  the  major  clinic. 

Progress  in  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  continued  during  the 
year.  With  the  appointment  of  Mr.  P.  Williams  to  the  vacant 
post  of  Educational  Psychologist  in  August  it  has  been  possible 
to  recommence  work  in  schools.  A  second  Psychiatric  Social 
Worker  was  appointed  in  October,  1953.  Full  details  of  this  clinic 
can  be  found  on  page  1 6. 

Further  progress  has  again  been  made  in  the  dental  service. 
With  the  appointment  of  two  additional  full  time  and  one  part 
time  dental  officers  during  the  year  the  dental  staff  consisted  of 
four  full  time  dental  officers  and  three  part  time  dental  officers  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 
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Sydney  House  dental  clinic  re-opened  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  Cardigan  Road  and  Oatlands  House  dental  clinics  continued 
to  operate  throughout  the  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  after  a  period  of  two  years  without 
the  services  of  a  speech  therapist  the  speech  clinic  recommenced  to 
function  on  the  16th  February  with  one  full  time  speech  therapist. 
A  survey  of  speech  defects  in  school  children  was  carried  out 
during  June  and  July,  and  details  will  be  found  on  page  15. 

The  three  branch  clinics  continued  to  operate.  These  are 
established  on  school  premises,  and  are  most  useful  in  that  they 
free  the  main  clinics  for  the  treatment  of  more  serious  cases,  and 
enable  children  to  return  earlier  to  class. 

The  total  number  of  health  visitors  on  the  staff  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  nineteen,  including  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor. 
During  the  year  there  were  four  new  appointments.  Miss  A.  J. 
Ryder,  after  many  years  in  the  school  clinic,  retired  from  the  pos¬ 
ition  of  Health  Centre  Superintendent  in  February  and  was  succeeded 
by  Mrs.  M.  B.  Ridgway  who  is  sister  in  charge  of  the  Child  Welfare 
section  at  King’s  Park  Road. 

The  arrangements  whereby  the  Public  Health  and  School 
Health  Services  are  co-ordinated  continued  as  in  previous  years. 
My  duties  of  Medical  Officer  Officer  of  Health  are  combined  with 
those  of  Medical  Officer  to  the  Education  Committee. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  and  apprec¬ 
iation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  School  Clinic  (Joint) 
Sub-Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement  and  for  the 
courtesy  with  which  they  have  considered  my  suggestions  and 
recommendations. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  officers  of  the  Education  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 
the  hospitals  and  teachers  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance. 

To  the  members  of  the  medical,  dental,  nursing  and  clerical 
staff  I  express  my  appreciation  for  the  willing  and  conscientious  work 
carried  out  during  the  year.

Cleanliness. — The  health  visitors  have  continued  to  carry  out  the 
periodic  cleanliness  examinations  of  all  the  children  attending 
school.  As  a  result  of  81,983  examinations,  484  cleansing  notices 
were  issued  (Section  54(2),  Education  Act,  1944)  necessitating 
exclusion  from  school.  All  related  to  infestation  with  head  lice. 
455  individual  children  were  concerned,  some  being  found  infested 
more  than  once  during  the  year. 

Facilities  are  provided  at  the  school  clinics  for  the  cleansing 
of  children  found  infested.  The  following  details  show  the  work

Details  of  the  work  in  the  various  clinics  are  given  with  a 
review  of  the  activities  of  each  school  clinic  : — 

Health  Centre,  King’s  Park  Road. — 

Skin  Clinic 

Attendances  at  this  clinic  have  been  well  maintained.  Although 
the  more  serious  cases,  possibly  requiring  the  opinion  and  advice 
ol  a  skin  specialist,  are  referred  to  their  general  practitioner,  there 
IS  no  doubt  that  a  great  deal  of  useful  work  can  be  done  in  cases 
requiring  daily  dressings,  such  as  impetigo,  dermatitis  of  various 
types,  minor  sepsis,  etc.,  which  could  not  be  adequately  dealt  with 
under  home  arrangements. 

I  Ringworm  of  the  scalp  has  seldom  been  seen  this  year.  Cases 

.  affecting  the  body  have  responded  well  to  treatment,  and  there 
have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  with  which  to  deal. 

j  Scabies  continues  at  a  very  low  incidence,  and  treatment  has 

been  quite  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  93  new  cases  of  plantar  warts  treated  during 
;  the  year.  Freezing  with  carbon  dioxide  snow  continues  to  give 
very  satisfactory  results.  Duration  of  treatments  as  well  as  atten¬ 
dances  at  the  clinic  have  been  reduced  considerably. 

Inspection  Clinic 

Attendances  have  been  fewer  as  the  cases  treated  are  limited. 
Enuresis,  debility,  minor  injuries,  etc.,  are  treated,  and  parents  are 
advised  on  the  care  and  welfare  of  their  children  in  many  cases. 

Asthma  Clinic 

Attendances  at  this  clinic  were  well  maintained,  and  results 
have  been  quite  good  as  the  following  table  shows. Several  new  cases 
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have  been  referred  by  the  general  practitioner,  but  the  majority  are 
referred  from  other  clinics  or  school  medical  inspections. 

The  arrangements  by  which  the  County  Authority  refers  cases 
for  treatment,  where  Southampton  is  the  most  convenient  centre, 
continued  satisfactorily.  During  the  year  a  total  of  18  children, 
15  boys  and  3  girls,  from  the  County  area  attended  the  clinic,  making 
a  total  of  56  attendances.

Rheumatic  Clinic 

It  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that  rheumatism  and  chorea  cases 
are  at  a  minimum,  although  a  fair  number  of  children,  complaining 
of  growing  pains,  attend  this  clinic. 

Heart  cases  are  chiefly  functional  or  congenital  in  type. 

All  children  attending  this  clinic  are  kept  under  observation 
to  ensure  that  their  activities  at  home  and  school  are  well  within 
their  capabilities.  If  further  investigations  or  specialist  opinions 
are  considered  necessary  children  are  referred  to  hospital  with 
concurrence  of  the  general  practitioner. 

When  leaving  school  children  are  referred  to  their  own  doctor 
so  that  supervision,  where  necessary,  can  be  maintained.

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  amount 
of  work,  but  the  waiting  periods  for  operation  and  consultation 
have  not  increased  and  compare  most  favourably  with  any  other 
town  in  the  country.  A  new  system  of  closer  liaison  with  the  child¬ 
ren’s  home  Doctor  has  resulted  in  an  initial  delay  of  two  v/eeks 
during  which  the  Practitioner’s  wishes  and  opinions  are  invited. 

The  speech  therapy  clinic  is  now  working  full-time,  but 
unfortunately  the  service  has  been  depleted  by  the  cessation  of 
lip-reading  facilities.  There  are  many  children  attending  clinics 
and  hospitals  in  the  area  who  in  years  to  come  are  destined 
to  be  deaf,  and  such  children  should  be  able  to  have  lip-reading 
tuition  not  so  much  for  its  immediate  value  during  school  life,  but 
as  a  real  insurance  against  the  time  when  deafness  becomes  a  handi¬ 
cap.  Skill  in  this  art  enhances  the  value  and  efficiency  of  a  hearing 
aid. 


Orthopaedic  Clinic 

A  large  number  of  children  received  treatment  at  this  clinic, 
postural  and  foot  defects  accounting  for  the  majority  of  those 
attending. 

This  clinic  is  in  close  liaison  with  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar 
Orthopaedic  Hospital  clinic  which  functions  at  the  Royal  South 
Hants  Hospital.  This  arrangement  has  again  proved  to  be  most 
satisfactory.

Dental  Clinic,  Cardigan  Road. — Throughout  the  year  the  dental 
staff  consisted  of  the  equivalent  of  three  and  a  half  dental  officers 
and  three  dental  attendants,  an  increase  of  one  and  a  half  dental 
officers  and  one  dental  attendant  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year. 

The  advantages  gained  from  the  present  increase  in  staff  can, 
however,  be  seen  from  the  figures  in  table  5  on  page  39. 

Routine  inspections  have  increased  nearly  four  times  compared 
I  with  last  year,  whilst  specials  or  casuals  show  a  welcome  drop  of 
I  just  over  200.  The  Service  is  now  in  a  position  to  make  regular 
I  inspections  of  all  junior  schools  as  well  as  most  of  the  infants 
schools.  Secondary  schools  will  be  added  as  progress  is  made. 

Sydney  House  dental  clinic  was  reopened,  and  remained  so 
1  throughout  the  year  except  for  a  short  break  in  April  and  May.  The 
dental  clinics  at  Cardigan  Road  and  'Oatlands  House’  continued  to 
^  function  as  usual. 
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In  short  it  can  be  said  that  the  cautious  optimism  expressed 
in  last  year’s  report  has  been  justified.  Tangible  progress  has  been 
made,  and  further  advances  can  still  be  made  but  depend  mainly 
on  future  additions  to  the  staff. 

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics  . — Useful  work  has  again  been  carried  out, 
more  particularly  in  the  winter  months. 

With  the  opening  of  Surrey  House  Clinic  on  the  9th  December 
there  are  now  six  centres. 
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Oatlands  House  School  Clinic. — The  number  of  children  attending 
this  clinic  has  increased  since  last  year. 

Where  necessary,  children  are  referred  to  the  major  clinics 
at  King’s  Park  Road  for  advice  on  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat,  and 
orthopaedic  conditions.  Cases  of  suspected  tuberculosis  are  referred 
to  the  chest  clinic.  During  the  winter  months,  children  were  treated 
with  ultra  violet  light,  particularly  those  suffering  from  debility, 
anorexia  and  chilblains. 

Skin  conditions  treated  include  chilblains,  eczema,  urticaria, 
acne,  impetigo  and  an  occasional  case  of  scabies.  Scabies  seems 
to  have  been  rather  more  frequent  than  last  year. 

There  are  still  many  cases  of  verrucae,  though  less  than  last 
year.  Treatment  with  carbon  dioxide  snow  is  now  being  given. 

During  the  last  few  months,  cases  of  threadworms  have  been 
treated  with  piperazine  hydrate,  with  very  gratifying  results. 

Sydney  House  Clinic. — The  work  of  the  school  inspection  clinics 
at  Sydney  House  appears  to  have  varied  little,  in  quality  or  quantity, 
from  that  of  previous  years.  Children  are  in  some  instances  referred 
from  school  medical  inspections,  but  the  majority  are  brought  or 
sent  by  their  schools  or  parents. 

The  relationship  with  all  schools  in  the  area  is  excellent  and 
many  cases  of  minor  injury  are  referred  for  treatm.ent  or  reassurance, 
and  occasional  cases  of  debility,  neglected  skin  infections,  etc.  It 
is  not  always  realised  that,  although  treatment  for  all  is  available 
under  the  National  Health  Service,  parents  will  not  avail  themselves 
of  these  facilities.  Within  limits,  it  is  often  easier  and  quicker  to 
ensure  treatment  of  minor  ailments  at  the  school  clinic.  Plantar 
warts  in  older  children  are  now  almost  entirely  treated  with  carbon 
dioxide  snow.  This  treatment  seems  at  least  as  effective  as  and 
much  quicker  than  previous  methods. 

The  ultra-violet  light  lamp  could  not  be  used  during  the  last 
six  weeks  of  the  year,  owing  to  a  fault  necessitating  repairs. 

It  was  possible  in  one  or  two  instances  to  co-operate  with  the 
Southampton  Children’s  Hospital  by  administering  the  courses  of 
desensitisation  vaccine  to  asthmatic  patients,  and  with  the  Chest 
Clinic  by  giving  continuous  ultra-violet  light  and  breathing  exer¬ 
cises  as  requested. 

Swaythling  Clinic. — A  progressive  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
attending  the  inspection  clinic  was  observed,  and  at  the  same  time 
a  decrease  in  the  number  attending  the  skin  clinic. 

Among  the  many  different  conditions  seen,  investigated  and 
treated  during  the  year,  coughs,  various  chest  ailments  and  recurrent 
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colds  were  the  most  common  ones  encountered.  A  number  of 
children  also  attended  on  account  of  debility,  anaemia  and  lowered 
vitality. 

Treatment  of  threadworm  intestation  with  piperazine,  which 
was  given  during  the  latter  months  of  the  year,  gave  excellent 
results  without  the  previously  experienced  recurrences.  A  number 
ot  ear,  nose  and  throat  conditions  were  also  seen  and  treated  prior 
to  referral  to  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  clinic  at  King’s  Park  Road. 

A  number  of  cases  of  enuresis  received  treatment,  and  the 
majority  of  these  appeared  to  be  cured  at  the  end  of  the  course  of 
treatment. 

Courses  of  artificial  sunlight  were  again  given,  and  these  proved 
beneficial  in  most  cases. 

At  the  skin  clinic  a  great  number  of  allergic  skin  diseases  were 
successfully  treated.  There  appeared  to  be  a  decrease  in  the  number 
of  children  suffering  from  impetigo,  boils  and  styes,  all  of  whom 
received  satisfactory  treatment.  There  were  fewer  cases  of  chilblains 
attending  this  clinic  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  verruca  cases  treated  became  smaller  as  the 
year  progressed,  and  the  results  of  treatment  with  “Chlorosal” 
appeared  to  be  excellent.  Although  this  type  of  treatment  has  to 
be  given  for  a  longer  period  (5  to  6  weeks  at  the  most)  than  the  more 
recent  CO2  snow  freezing  treatment,  the  final  results  appear  to  be 
equally  good  and  no  recurrences  were  observed. 

Excellent  work  by  the  nursing  staff  was  done  during  the  year 
in  applying  daily  dressings  and  dealing  with  minor  skin  conditions 
and  verrucae. 

Bitterne  Park  Clinic. — The  greater  proportion  of  conditions  investi- 
igated  at  this  clinic  include  the  following  groups  ; — 

(a)  Chronic  and  recurrent  cough  and  coryza. 

(/))  Failure  to  gain  weight  associated  with  anorexia,  anaemia 
and  for  debility. 

(r)  Psychological  conditions. 

The  cases  in  group  (a)  have  routine  jelly  tests  and  clinical 
examination  of  the  lungs,  throat,  and  nasal  passages.  Where 
indicated  X-ray  examination  is  made,  and  appropriate  measures  to 
improve  general  health,  c.g.  ultra-violet  light,  breathing  exercises, 
vitamin  tonics,  is  instituted.  A  number  of  children  with  positive 
jelly  tests  and  doubtful  chest  signs  were  referred  to  the  chest  clinic. 

In  group  (/?),  routine  jelly  and  stool  tests  were  made,  and  again 
ultra-voilet  light  and  tonics  were  given  where  required  with  satis- 
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factory  results.  Apart  from  a  few  cases  of  Oxyuris  and  two  cases 
of  Giardia  Lamblia,  no  intestinal  parasites  were  reported. 

A  large  variety  of  conditions  are  included  in  group  (c),  enuresis 
being  predominant.  Others  were  encorpresis,  behaviour  problems, 
nervous  tics,  insomnia,  sleep-walking,  and  nailbiting.  Mild  cases 
cleared  up  satisfactorily,  others  were  referred  to  the  Child  Guidance 
Clinic.  Two  cases  of  chorea  were  referred  to  their  own  doctors. 

A  number  of  children  were  called  to  the  clinic  for  re-testing 
of  their  hearing  or  vision  where  the  original  test  had  not  proved 
satisfactory  owing  to  poor  co-operation  at  routine  school  exam¬ 
inations. 

Other  conditions  investigated  were  recurrent  vomiting,  head¬ 
aches,  abdominal  pain,  enlarged  cervical  glands,  asthma,  hay  fever, 
hernia,  hydrocele,  and  recurrent  pain  in  the  legs;  of  the  latter,  two 
cases  brought  by  the  parent  proved  to  be  Erythema  Nodosum. 

A  number  of  children  attended  with  orthopaedic  defects, 
among  which  was  one  case  of  spina  bifida.  Of  three  cases  of 
“funnel-chest”,  two  of  these  were  operated  on  at  the  Chest  Hospital. 

A  separate  skin  clinic  has  now  been  arranged.  The  two  main 
groups  attending  are  {a)  for  verrucae  and  warts,  though  the  former 
were  less  in  number  than  in  the  year  1953,  and  (b)  for  allergic  con¬ 
ditions,  e.g.  urticaria  and  dermatitis. 

Other  skin  conditions  treated  were  chronic  blepharitis  which 
has  increased  in  number,  chilblains,  acne  and  alopecia.  Seven 
cases  of  scabies,  two  of  ringworm  {skin)  and  one  of  pediculosis 
capitis  were  seen  during  the  year. 

A  large  number  of  minor  injuries  were  dressed,  severe  cases 
being  referred  for  hospital  treatment. 

Surrey  House  School  Clinic. — This  clinic  opened  on  the  9th 
December,  1953.  The  minor  ailments  treated  consisted  largely  of 
plantar  and  palmar  warts  with  other  skin  conditions  occasionally. 
Enuresis  presents  quite  a  problem  among  a  section  of  the  attenders. 
The  nursing  staff  have  dealt  with  burns  and  sprains  and 
other  minor  traumatic  conditions.  An  ultra  violet  light  clinic  has 
been  started  but  it  is  too  early  to  assess  results  so  far.  The  period 
under  review  is  insufficient  to  form  an  adequate  opinion  of  the 
overall  work  but  it  would  appear  that  there  is  a  wide  field  for 
increased  services  in  this  area. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. — A  publicity  campaign  to 
encourage  parents  in  accepting  immunisation  for  their  children 
was  organised  to  commence  in  September. 
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Advantage  was  taken  of  press  advertisements  and  poster 
publicity.  Special  slides  were  also  shown  at  various  cinemas  in  the 
town.  In  addition,  propaganda  leaflets  were  distributed  at  the 
welfare  centres  and  clinics.  Printed  letters  with  consent  forms 
appended  were  distributed  by  head  teachers  of  all  infant  schools. 

A  total  of  1890  children  received  a  completed  course  of  primary 
immunisation  during  the  year,  and  of  this  number,  1117  were  dealt 
with  at  the  various  clinics.  The  remaining  773  were  treated  by 
private  practitioners.  Booster  courses  were  also  given  to  2093 
children,  1744  at  clinics  and  349  through  private  practitioners.

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EXERCISE  CENIRES 


Report  of  the  Physical  Training  Organiser.  -The  greater  proportion 
o|  remedial  classes  are  now  taken  by  a  peripatetic  teacher,  as  it  is 
difficult  in  many  schools  to  release  a  teacher  to  take  the  class. 
The  work  in  the  classes  is  progressing  most  satisfactorily. 

The  provision  of  the  ‘^Southampton  Climbing  Frame”,  the 
“Cave  Southampton  Gymnastic  Unit”,  and  the  “Southampton 
Outdoor  Climbing  Gantry  in  nearly  all  infants’  and  primary 
schools,  and  the  “Cave  Southampton  Gymnastic  High  Unit”  in 
all  our  secondary  modern  schools,  has  had  a  marked  effect  on  the 
general  posture  and  development  of  the  children.  Less  kyphosis, 
lordosis,  scoliosis  and  stiff  spines  are  found. 

In  all  schools  where  there  is  indoor  accommodation  the  phy¬ 
sical  training  is  done  in  bare  teet.  This  is  resulting  m  very  much 
better  foot  development  with  fewer  foot  and  ankle  defects. 

Now  that  there  is  direct  transport  by  special  ‘buses  to  the 
swimming  baths,  many  more  children  are  having  swimming 
exercise,  and  this  is  certain  to  have  a  very  great  effect  on  the 
general  physical  development  of  the  children.  For  primary  schools, 
provision  is  being  made  for  canvas  portable  baths  at  the  schools' 
where  the  younger  children  can  learn  to  swim  in  shallow  water. 
In  this  way  an  even  larger  number  of  children  will  have  the  opport¬ 
unity  of  swimming  exercise. 

Since  climbing  and  hanging  apparatus  lias  been  provided  in  so 
many  of  the  infant,  junior  and  secondary  schools  —  and  since  bare 
foot  physical  education  lias  been  accepted  by  the  boys’  schools 
as  well  as  the  girls  ,  the  number  of  children  suffering  from  physical 
defects  has  very  noticeably  decreased.  Some  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  over  stripping  and  particularly  over  the  question  of 
bare  foot  work  and  the  possible  incidence  of  plantar  warts. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Mr.  Langston, 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  addressed  a  meeting  of  head  teachers  of  all 
schools.  A  demonstration  of  climbing  and  agility  work  was  given, 
and  Mr.  Langston  and  Dr.  Cargill  gave  most  helpful  talks  which 
showed  that  the  risk  of  plantar  infection  was  small  in  school 
halls  and  that  the  benefits  derived  out-weighed  the  risk  of  plantar 
wart  infection.  Mr.  Langston  said  that  warm  wet  conditions 
such  as  those  in  the  swimming  baths  were  a  much  more  likely 
source  of  infection.  Many  searching  questions  were  asked  by 
the  head  teachers  which  were  dealt  with  convincingly  by  Mr. 
Langston.  Undouptedly,  this  meeting  has  done  a  great  deal  to 
encourage  sensible  stripping  for  physical  education  lessons.
